The Bombing of Broome by the 
Japanese in 1942. 

A group of Dutch families were evacuated 
from, what was then the Dutch East Indies 
and now known as Indonesia, to Broome by 
seaplane, when they were attacked by 
Japanese fighter planes. Many were killed 
and buried locally. 

Amongst them was a 12 year old girl by the 
name of Ina van Tour. She was found by a 
Malaysian fisherman who buried her. 

Six years later they were all lifted from their 
graves and relocated to the Dutch Enclave at 
Karrakatta Cemetery. 

A gentleman from Bunbury, Ron Davies, 
who comes to Perth several times a year, 
always visits the Enclave and puts flowers 
on her headstone, making sure she is not 
forgotten. 

He contacted me and asked if I could find 
out if she would have any relations here 
in Perth or anywhere else in Australia. 

He just wants to tell them that she is not 
forgotten.

Friet & Mayo (Dutch French Fries). 

Call ’em what you like - Friet, Friets, Patat, Vlaamse Frieten 
one thing is sure, the Dutch can’t seem to get enough of ’em! 

In fact, they love ’em so much, they eat over 41 million kilos of these 
tasty guys per year! (But Dutch people don’t just stop at fries. 

Every Dutchie actually consumes over 18kg (40 lbs) of frozen potato 
products per year! Oh my!) 

In English we refer to them as French Fries, but the French can’t take 
claim for their invention. Sadly, neither can the Dutch. These bad 
boys were bom to the Dutchie’s favourite neighbour; Belgium and 
were coined “french fries” by confused, worldly American WW1 
soldiers and named after the language spoken - and not the country. 

Fries were common place in Belgium as early as 1680 but didn’t make waves in the lowlands until the 
early 1900s. In 1912, the presence of patat-friet houses in Rotterdam’s red light district (Katendrecht) was 
reported (oh, how some things never change...). 

So what makes Dutch fries so different from any other country’s variation? The toppings, my friend, the 
toppings! Did you not see the now infamous scene in Pulp Fiction?! 

VINCENT: “But you know what they put on ’’french fries” in Holland instead of ketchup?” 

JULES: “What?” 





VINCENT: “Mayonnaise.” 

JULES: “Goddamn!” 

VINCENT: “I seen ’em do it. And I don’t mean a little bit on the side of the plate, they drown ’em in it.” 

Yes, mayo is a fries’ best friend in the lowlands. The two share a beautiful 
romance and can be found together all over town. Sometimes mayo’s 
cheaper dubious cousin, frietsauce, makes an (unwanted) appearance with its 
unknown ingredients, but for the most part friets + mayo live happily every 


Of course, if you wanna blend in with 
the locals, you can impress your friends 
with your mad skills of the wide-array 
of uniquely Dutch toppings and sauces.

Friet met satesaus: Fries with peanut 
sauce.

Data Report on Home Care Packages: 

The latest government figures show the number of people waiting for their appropriate level of 
home care has increased to more than 108,000. 

The data show that as at March 31st there were 108,456 people in the national queue, a 3.7 per cent 
increase from 104,602 last December. 

The figures, which include those on an interim package while they wait for their required level of 
care, reflect a steady increase in people waiting since the first home care data report was released a 
year ago, and also show that people are waiting 12 months or more for high level packages and 
three to nine months for a level 1 or 2 package. 

Almost 55,000 people were on lower-level interim packages but some 33,000 people with high 
needs had not been assigned any care. 

They also reveal a record number of people in home care, with 77,918 in care at December, up 13.5 
per cent from December 2016 and a five per cent increase from September 2017. There were 
31,240 approvals for home care and 41,993 packages released in March quarter. 

There has also been a 5.8 per cent growth in the number of approved home care providers since last 
December, with 853 approved providers offering a home service.

The Planned City of Nieuwegein 


Nieuwegein is a Municipality and City in the Dutch 
province of Utrecht. It is bordered on the North by 
the City of Utrecht, the provincial Capital. It is 
separated from Vianen to the South by the river 
Lek and it borders on IJsselstein in the Southwest 
and Houten in the East. 

History: Nieuwegein is a Planned City and was 
founded on 1 July 1971, following the merger of 
the former Municipalities of Jutphaas and Vreeswijk. The new City was built for the 
expanding population of the City of Utrecht and it grew rapidly during the decades 
following its foundation. Present population is about 65,000. 







Flag and Coat of Arms of Nieuwegein. 


A Planned City, is a Community that was carefully planned 
from its inception and is typically constructed on previously 
undeveloped land. This contrasts with settlements that evolve 
in a more ad hoc fashion. Land use conflicts are less frequent 
in these new Communities. 

Nieuwegein is connected to Utrecht and IJsselstein by the 
’’Sneltram” (light rail). There is a pedestrian ferry across the 
river Lek to Vianen. Three canals flow through Nieuwegein: 
the Amsterdam-Rhine Canal, the Lek River and the Merwede Canal. 

The Windmill the Windotter. This historic Windmill is one of the largest 
Windmills in the Netherlands and it was fully restored from 1986 to 87. 

It is fully an operational Grain Windmill and is open to the public on 
weekends. There is a small shop attached, which sells flour produced by the 
Mill. 

Museum IJsselstijn. 

This Museum is a surprisingly interesting Museum with good displays, 
depicting life in IJsselstein in the earlier times. There is also a pleasant area for a cup of tea 

and they have friendly, helpful staff. 

Monkeytown. 

This is a fantastic, fully supervised indoor 
playground area for kids, young and old. A great 
day out for locals and tourists on a rainy day. 

The Jumpsquare. 

This is one on the most modem and interesting trampoline complex in the Netherlands. 

One visitor stated: ”My teenage sons and I spent an hour there and I can tell you it's great 
fun! One hour is more than enough and you'll need a shower after that. 

The super friendly staff will advice and teach you how to use the different trampolines.

The New impressive Townhall. 

This recently completed Town Hall was 
designed by a Danish architectural firm. 

The building not only serves as an 
Administrative Centre, it also as a Cultural 
Centre and Senior Citizen Service Centre for 
the elderly. It has a Cafe and commercial 
spaces that are acting as a catalyst for social and 
commercial interaction within the City. 

The five floors spread out like a fan and open 
up towards the 

atrium, allowing the building’s visitors and employees to visually 
connect with what is happening on the other floors. The different 
levels are connected by an open winding staircase. Rotation of 
the floor plans allows the visitors a wide view from one floor to 
the next, all the way up and down through the building. 

Gerbrandytoren / Zendmast Lopik. 

This transmission tower is 
nowadays a privately run, short 
and medium wave transmitter. 

The location of this tower is in Ijsselstein and it's more 
famously known as "the Tower of Lopik". 

Each year during the Christmas period, the tower turns 
into a giant Christmas tree. It is by far the biggest 
Christmas tree in the Netherlands. 

You can see this tower from a great distance, when you're 
on the nearby highways. 

Sports Federations. 

Several national sports federations are housed in 
Nieuwegein, including the NeVoBo (volleyball), KNZB 
(swimming)and NBB (basketball).
